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HE COLLEGE conferred three hon- 

orary degrees at its 89th Com- 
mencement June 6 on a distinguished 
former university president, a nation- 
ally known tax expert, and a Meth- 
odist district superintendent. 

Bachelor’s degrees were awarded to 
143 seniors who were challenged to 
develop their “rightful share of the 
adventure of being alive.” 

Recipients of the honorary Doctor 
of Laws degrees were: Deane Waldo 
Maloit, Ithaca, N. Y., president emer- 
itus of Cornell University, who was 
cited for his “professional competence 
and educational leadership,” and 
Laurence Neal Woodworth, Cheverly, 
Md., chief of staff, Joint Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation, for his 
“distinguished service to the Congress, 
the country and its citizens” as the 
principal tax adviser to Congress. 

An honorary Doctor of Divinity was 
conferred on an alumnus, Earl] Nelson 
Rowe ‘37, State College, superinten- 
dent of the State College District of 
the Central Pennsylvania Conference 
of the Methodist Church, for his “dis- 
tinguished service to the Church . . . 
both as a parish minister and as a dis- 
trict superintendent.” 

In his address, Dr. Malott encour- 
aged the graduating class to “enter 
enthusiastically into those moments of 
history when new social, political and 
economic fabrics are in the making.” 

“Old orders are passing,” Dr. Malott 
stated, “new responsibilities lie at 
hand.” However, he cautioned that 
one must understand the sentiments 
and emotions which dominate men’s 
actions and “we must learn to conquer 
mass hysteria and to substitute the

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Geology Department Graduates First Major 


HEN PAUL D. LUDwic 65, Greens- 

burg, entered Juniata four years 
ago, he had no idea that he’d become 
the College’s first graduate with a 
geology “major” at commencement 
June 6. But through the determination 
and conscientious effort of the depart- 
ment chairman, Dr. J. Peter Trexler, 
and the encouragement of Paul and 
other interested students, enough 
courses were added to provide a con- 
centration. 

Paul’s interest in geology stemmed 
from a good impression of the ele- 
mentary course in physical geology. 
Although he had previously thought 
of going into history and/or anthro- 
pology, Paul decided to look into a 
geology career and, after many discus- 
sions with Dr. Trexler, was convinced 
that geology was for him. 

During his senior year at Juniata, 
Paul served as a geology lab assistant 
for the courses in physical geology 
and historical geology, supervising a 
three-hour lab per week, conducting 
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field trips and grading papers. He will 
be a graduate student at the Univer- 
sity of West Virginia in September 
and plans to do more field work and 
study in geologic mapping and soft 
rock (sedimentary) geology. 

Also receiving degrees at the June 
commencement were two students 
who lacked only one course for a ma- 
jor in geology: Lynn S. Fichter, who 
will take graduate work in geology 
(vertebrate palenotology) at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and Robert W. 
Wolfe, who will do graduate work in 
geochemistry at the University of 
Buffalo. 

Before Dr. Trexler came to Juniata 
in September 1962 as the first geolo- 
gist at the college, no courses were 
offered in this science. That year he 
taught two courses and two more were 
added to the catalogue in 1963. With 
the enthusiastic support of the col- 
lege, which recognized the need of 
geology to add balance and flexibility 
to the natural science offerings, the 


geology department had developed a 
full curriculum of 14 offerings by the 
fall of 1964. 

Presently, Prof. Trexler and Fred- 
erick Nagle, Jr., who came to Juniata 
in the fall of 1964 from Princeton Uni- 
versity, carry the load of 14 courses, 
most of which are laboratory courses. 
Prof. Trexler is a stratigrapher and 
structural geologist and Prof. Nagle is 
a mineralogist-petrologist. 

In the three years existence of geol- 
ogy at Juniata, Prof. Trexler summa- 
rizes its major accomplishments: (1) 
the development of a full undergradu- 
ate curriculum which will put Juniata 
“on a par with other geology depart- 
ments in the best small liberal arts 
colleges;” (2) the interest of students 
in the program—10 signed up in the 
first year that it was possible to have 
a concentration—and the steady in- 
crease in enrollment in geology cours- 
es (about 140 are expected to enroll 
in the fall); (3) attainment of a Na- 
tional Science Foundation grant of

$12,000 which will make possible the 
purchase of much-needed equipment; 
and (4) the accumulation of a library 
and instructional materials. A large 
portion of the books available are part 
of the Dr. Pepper collection of 1,000 
books which were given to the college 
from his estate. 
The completion of the Science Cen- 
ter will be a tremendous asset to the 
geology department. From its two 
rooms and an office in the basement 
of Students Hall, it will expand to five 
large labs, two small labs, a seminar 
room, a dark-room, two storage rooms, 
and three offices. Because of the new- 
ness of the department, however, basic 
needs such as equipment, books and 
periodicals, and scholarships must be 
filled so that the department can con- 
tinue its progress and attain the high- 
est possible quality of instruction.

Granddaughter of Famous Geneticist 
Prefers Medical Laboratory Work 


HE GRANDDAUGHTER of one of the 

most famous geneticists of the 20th 
century has completed her junior year 
at Juniata College. 

Petite and alert Barbara A. Bridges 
speaks with pride of the cytological 
research that her famed grandfather, 
Dr. Calvin Blackman Bridges, con- 
ducted some 30 or more years ago. 
His findings on the hereditary factors 
ef the Drosophila melanogaster (fruit 
fly) are included in the historical 
chronology of genetics.

More interested in medical labora- 
tory work than in genetics, Barbara 
understands and acknowledges the 
contributions of his work to the field 
of genetics. She considers this one of 
the most interesting areas of biology. 

Although Dr. Bridges died six years 
before Barbara was born, she has been 
exposed to his work all her life and 
accepts his many findings as a “matter 
of fact.” Actually, she said that she 
has no special kind of reaction when 
seeing her grandfather's picture, name 





or research printed in any of her biol- 
ogy books, but her classmates “kid” 
her about it. 

‘Tm proud but it is kind of embar- 
rassing, explained Barbara when re- 
ferring to mention of her relationship 
to Dr. Bridges in class. Referral to Dr. 
Bridges’ experiments is frequent in 
some of her classes since several books 
carrying his research and other refer- 
ences are used in Juniata’s biology 
courses. 

Barbara’s father, Philip N. Bridges, 
worked with Dr. Calvin Bridges in 
his final years of research at Columbia 
University where both father and son 
were on the biology faculty. After the 
elder Bridges’ untimely death at 49, 
however, Barbara’s father left the 
genetics lab to undertake other inter- 
ests in the electronics field and now 
works in the Federal government. 

In September, Barbara plans to en- 
ter Harrisburg Hospital to complete 
her studies in medical technology. She 
came to Juniata College because of 
the three-year medical technology pro- 
gram (three years of study at Juniata 
and one at a hospital). Also, Barbara 
said: “I think biology is good here,” 
and this is one field especially impor- 
tant in medical technology. A gradu- 
ate of Wheaton High School, Whea- 
ton, Md., she and her family live in 
Ashton, Md. 

The most noted research done by 
Dr. Bridges was with chromosomes of 
the Drosophila melanogaster. He was 
one of the four “Drosophila workers,” 
researching with A. H. Sturtevant, 
H. J. Muller and their teacher, Dr. 
Thomas H. Morgan at Columbia Uni- 
versity and The Rockefeller Institute. 
In 1915, the four co-authored an 
epoch-making book, The Mechanism 
of Mendelian Heredity, which summa- 
rizes the progress they made in five 
years of experimentation with Droso- 
phila, L.M. J. 


Hoovers Make Clean Sweep 
Through Admissions Door 


Ms SPORTS, TEACHING and Juniata College are com- 
mon table topics at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Don- 
ald F. Hoover of Duncansville. But Juniata College is 
gradually becoming a “household item” with the Hoovers 
who, beginning in September, will have three children 
enrolled here. 

Cathy, a junior, started the trek to Juniata, enrolling 
in elementary education. Don followed a year ago as a 
physics major, and Ron will begin in September as an 
elementary education and history major. Although neither 
of their parents were Juniata grads, Cathy, Don and Ron 
all said that they selected Juniata because it is a small, 
liberal arts, church-related college with a high academic 
rating and close to home. 

“Ever since Cathy came to Juniata,” said Don, “Juni- 
ata has been common discussion around our house.

If I had to do it 
again, I'd make the same choice.” 

Both Cathy and Don spoke freely about the broadness 
of Juniata academic program. 

“Studying elementary education in a liberal arts col- 


lege is an advantage,” noted Cathy, “because we get a. 


broader background in our approach to teaching in theo- 
ry and practice. I think Juniata has a well-trained elemen- 
tary education faculty with wide experiences and depth 
in this area.” She added that because students are re- 
quired to take enough different courses in different areas 
of concentration, they get a pretty well-rounded educa- 
tion. 

Don, studying physics and religion, is undecided 
about his future but is considering the Brethren Volun- 
teer Service or teaching. “I’ve always had an interest in 
science and math, but I’m one who’s interested in a lot 
of things. The nice thing about Juniata is that I can 
change into another course and it won't set me back. It's 
rather liberal.” 

Emphasizing the high standing of Juniata, Don add- 
ed: “Too many people who have lived in these areas for 
years don’t realize what a reputation Juniata College has. 
But those who do, respect it and know it.” 

Ron, who will be studying elementary education and 
history, indicated that — from his understanding — these 
are well-staffed curriculums at Juniata. “I realize that 
Juniata College is highly regarded in certain fields, and 
I believe it can supply me with an education in my field 
as well as a liberal education,” he said. 

Cathy and Don commended Juniata for trying to help 
as many students financially as it can. “If a person really 
shows potential, he'll get help,” said- Don. He and his 
_ brother both hold scholarships and Cathy has a grant-in- 
aid and works as a student assistant in the public infor- 
mation department.

This year at Juniata, Don earned a letter as a 157- 
pounder on the Juniata wrestling team.

“Lineman Award” last year for his high school football 
achievements and was runner-up in the holiday wrestling 
tournament. Both have won letters in football, wrestling 
and baseball. 

Cathy is continuing her musical interests at Juniata. 
She takes several music courses, sings in the choir, and is 
accompanist for various groups. “I’m really doing more 
organ work now,” said Cathy, “but it’s difficult to say 
what I enjoy better — singing or playing; I get much 
satisfaction from both.” 

Cathy described her participation with the touring 
choir “as a terrific experience and one of the most re- 
warding since I’ve been at Juniata. It gave me the oppor- 
tunity to learn to adjust to many kinds of people, and to 
adapt to every instrument in the various schools and 
churches. We had a lot of fun while traveling, but once 
we started to practice or perform, we'd settle down and 
get serious. We hold much respect for Prof. Johnson.” 

With Cathy continuing her musical interests and Don 
and Ron participating in various sports, “clean sweeping” 
action can be expected from the three Hoovers at Juniata

Samuel Wins Three Trophies 


UNIATAS TRACK and cross-country 
J captain, Earl Samuel °65, of Johns- 
town, became the first athlete to win 
the coveted Mickle trophy and two 
“most outstanding” awards in the 
same year.

As Development Fund Soars Higher; 
Alumni Contribute $123,602 in 1964-65 


REPORT OF ANNUAL GIVING 


d hasion GIVING to Juniata College — spurred by the in- 
creased emphasis on the long-range development 
program — amounted to $509,748 in 1964-65, according 
to the year-end report issued by Harold B. Brumbaugh 
°33, vice-president for development. 

Once again alumni contributed a significant share of 
the total with $123,602 coming from 1,642, contributors 
to the Alumni Fund. This was slightly lower than last 
year's fund in a record-breaking surge of contributions, 
but continues to represent “an enthusiastic and generous” 
response. The highest amount contributed to the Alumni 
Fund came in 1962-63 when $147,043' was reported. 

As Alumni Association President Charles C. Ellis ’40 
pointed out, there is “a recognition among alumni of the 


need for sustained higher levels of giving . . . to achieve 
the optimum benefits from our investment in the future 
of Juniata.” __ 


Foundations continued to contribute a large share — 
$122,147 — as ‘many maintained an interest in the Col- 
lege’s total development program. Business and industry 


-contributed $21,298. 


Another significant total of $109,142 was reported 
this year for gift annuity agreements which provide a 
guaranteed fixed income and personal participation in 
helping others to secure higher education. Bequests pro- 
vided an additional $6,362. 

Research grants continued to provide a large amount 
with $45,041. Associates, which excludes alumni, church 


and parents, added $40,301 — including numerous con- 


tributions to three special memorials: Stephen L. Horn 
65 ex, Dr. Samuel J. King 30, and Paul Tyson ‘37.

Church giving came up to $29,867, an increase of 
more than $4,000, and the Parents Association generously 
added a new “high” total of $8,604 to show continued 
interest. - 

In the annual competition among classes in the Alum- 
ni Fund, the Class of 1921 led 1923 in amount contributed 
with $14,085 and was runner-up in average contribution 
with $1,408.53. Only the Class of 1896 exceeded 1921 and 
1923 in average with a top of $2,550. 

The Class of 1950, always among the top ten, led in 
number of contributors with 71. Runner-up was 1949 
with 57. | 

Leading the ten best by percentage participation 
for the classes since 1920 were 1925 and 1932, both with 
52 percent. The Class of 1937 ranked third with 49 per- 
cent. Among the classes before 1920, the Class of 1888 
had 100 percent and the Class of 1916 boasted 58 percent. 

The year-end summary for the development program 
also showed continued progress as total subscriptions 
increased to $3,444,844 at the close of the college fiscal 
year on June 30. (see page 12) 

Alumni have subscribed $637,801 of this total in the 
four years of the campaign toward an overall goal of 
$5,350,000. This amount is exceeded only by Foundations 
and industries which have pledged $1,791,624. 

The Board of Trustees have been highly significant 
“pacesetters” in the development program. Members of 
the board have subscribed $324,591. 

In a “second phase” effort, friends in the Juniata Val- 
ley have boosted the total by $60,548 which adds to the 
“home support” of $253,960 from Huntingdon. 
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BOOST FOR JUNIATA VALLEY CAMPAIGN 


A MAJOR CONTRIBUTION from West Virginia Pulp and 
Paper Company Foundation provided a boost to the 
Juniata Valley campaign to support the College’s $5.3 
million development program. The contribution, an- 
nounced by J. Lynne Ferner ‘33, Tyrone, manager of the 
Building Boards Division, will be applied specifically to 
a chemical research laboratory in the new Science Center. 

In presenting the first payment in May, Mr. Ferner 
cited the “mutual beneficial relations” between Juniata 
College and his company. “This college has provided a 
reservoir of trained men for our plants.” Eight alumni of 
the college now employed at the Tyrone plant witnessed 
the presentation of the check to Harold B. Brumbaugh, 
vice-president for development. 

Pledges from other companies and individuals were 
included in the June report issued by H. Gerald Quigg, 
associate director of development and manager of the 
Juniata Valley campaign. 

The campaign, launched in early 1965, is “progressing 
well” according to Dale W. Detwiler, general chairman. 
Volunteer groups in Altoona, Hollidaysburg, the Cove 
Area and Huntingdon began their efforts this spring. 
More than $70,000 had been committed towards this 
effort from new sources of support, as of June 30. 

The Juniata Valley effort has a two-fold purpose: 
1. To raise additional dollars toward the Development 
goal for buildings and endowment; 2. To bring the five 
county areas surrounding Huntingdon up-to-date about 
Juniata College, through a Speakers Bureau, news and 
features for newspapers, magazines, radio and television.

Plan New Residence for Men 


CONSTRUCTION of a new residence hall for 176 men at the 
College —the fifth in Juniata’s building program — is 


expected to be under way this summer on the campus | 


west of North Hall and above the Raffensperger tennis 


courts. 


The board of trustees approved the building at its 
meeting in May and accepted a low ump sum’ bid of 
$802,950 from Paul Hickes, Alexandria, Pa., contractor, 
at a bid-opening in late June. A Federal loan from the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency for $815,000 was 
approved in mid-June, but total cost of the building will 


be about $940,000. 


This L-shaped building will be built in two units, 
each of three floors, connected by a one-story recreation 
lounge. A special feature of the new hall will be sepa- 


rated living units for 16 to 18 men on each floor. Study, 


utility and bath rooms will be located in the central 
portion of each floor to provide separation. 

The east wing will house 76 men and has an apart- 
ment for a staff member. In the larger west wing, rooms 
will be available for 100 men and an apartment for a 
residence director. The connecting unit will contain an 
87 x 26 foot lounge, game room and rooms for television, 
vending miachines, laundry, kitchenette and mechanical 


equipment.

NSF Grants for Scientific Equipment 


THE COLLEGE has been awarded two “matching gift” grants 
totaling $23,900 by the National Science Foundation “for 
the purchase of undergraduate instructional scientific 
equipment.” 

Announcement of the grants — one of $12,000 for the 
department of geology; another of $11,900 for the de- 
partment of chemistry — was made in May by John T. 
Wilson, deputy director of NSF. 

These funds will be matched by the College from non- 
Federal sources “to the extent of at least 50 percent of 
the direct costs of these projects,” according to Harold 
B. Brumbaugh, vice-president for development. 

The grant will be used by the new department of 
geology primarily for scientific equipment, reference 
materials and teaching aids..It will be under the direction 
of Dr. J. Peter Trexler, chairman of the department. 

In the department of chemistry, Dr. Charles H. Spink, 
assistant professor, will be responsible for the purchase 
of new equipment for courses in physical chemistry, in- 
strumental chemistry and biochemistry. In addition, the 
freshman courses will receive some new equipment.

U. S. Steel, Gulf Corp. Aid Juniata 


A CAPITAL GRANT of $15,000 has been awarded to the Col- 
lege by the United States Steel Foundation, Inc., in its 


- annual program of aid to higher education. The grant 


will be used for the new Science Center. 

Juniata was one of 26 colleges and universities in the 
nation selected by the Foundation to receive the new 
major-purpose or capital grants which total $970,000. 
Total contributions in the program of grants to 765 col- 
leges amount to more than $2.6 million. Juniata and 
Westminster were the only two recipients of capital 


grants in Pennsylvania. 


The program, announced by Roger M. Blough, chair- 
man of the board of U. S. Steel Foundation, provides 
grants to colleges and organizations “dedicated to raising 
the quality of teaching and learning in America.”

Dr. Henry Retires 


THE ADVANCEMENT of Dr. Tobias F. 
Henry °26 to professor emeritus of 
sociology and his retirement from the 
faculty because of illness was an- 
nounced at the close of college. 

Dr. Henry joined the faculty as a 
full-time teacher in 1946 after serving 
as an active minister of the Church of 
the Brethren for 19 years. He was 
pastor of the Stone Church of the 
Brethren, Huntingdon, and formerly 
served churches in Johnstown (Rox- 
bury) and Roaring Spring. 

A long-time counselor in family re- 
lations, Dr. Henry was for 14 years 
chairman of the advisory committee of 
the Huntingdon County. Child Welfare 
Services. He had been a member of 
the committee from 1948 until he re- 
signed in 1964. 

In 1956-57, Dr. Henry served as 
president of the Pennsylvania Socio- 
logical Society, an organization com- 
posed of college teachers, professional 
workers and graduate students in so- 
ciology.

Foster Gehrett Dies 


J. FOSTER GEHRETT 16, public school 
administrator, sports leader, and past 
president of the Juniata College Alum- 
ni Association, died June 1, 1965, in 
Pittsburgh. 

He was a teacher 
and principal in 
several Western 
Pennsylvania 
schools: North 
Braddock, Mc- 
Keesport, and Ava- 
lon high schools; 
Morningside, Sun- 
nyside and Fulton 
schools, and at the 
time of his retire- 
ment in 1956 was 
principal of the 
Thaddeus Stevens and Banksville ele- 
mentary schools. 

Donor of the J. Foster Gehrett tro- 
phy, presented to the outstanding 
member of the track team at Juniata 
each year, he won a state champion- 
ship in the mile race with a 4:45 time 
while a member of the Juniata track 
team. 

In the sports world, Gehrett was 
best known as one of the guiding 
hands of the Western Pennsylvania 
Interscholastic Athletic League, serv- 
ing as its president and secretary for 
30 years. He was referred to as the 
“walking directory of WPIAL ath- 
léties*” 

He served as alumni representative 
on the Board of Trustees from 1955-58.
